near here—that Hitler is winning 
the w ar. 
These prisoners, most of w’hom 
fought their final battles as mem­ 
bers of Field Marshal Erwin Rom­ 
m el! 
Afrika 
Korps, 
c h u c k l e 
among themselves in the confirmed 
belief that the American public is 
being propagandized by their gov­ 
ernm ent It is an attitude they ac­ 
quired many years ago througn tne 
ministrations of Chief Nazi Pro­ 
pagandist Josef Goebbels. 
Reports of internal strife in 
Germany, the fall of Paris to 
American forces, the injury and 
reported death of Field Marshal 
Rommel, and the reported attem pt 
on the 
Fuehrer’s life, 
are 
all 
shrugged aside. 
“Just 
American 
propaganda," 
they say. 
These former proud soldiers of 
the Wehrmacht do feel some con­ 
cern over the Rommel 
rumor. 
They have considerable respect 
for their former commander. 
In the presence of camp officers 
the prisoners seem to care little 
about discussing the purported at­ 
tempt on Hitler's life. They know 
about it, though, since they are in­ 
veterate radio fans—there is one 
blaring continuously from their 
canteen during the daylight hours.

country cookery, deserves special 
mention.

Constructed of bricks and mor­ 
tar, the oven was built at the re­ 
quest of “Cookie," who, as you 
might suspect from his title, is 
camp cook, the oldest prisoner and 
quite a character. 
“Cookie," it seems, was too old 
for Hitler s combat forces, but he 
volunteered for active duty when 
his son was drafted, in order to 
permit the youth to continue his 
medical schooling.

There is an Interesting site near 
the head of the camp thoroughfare. 
It is just a cluster of stones. Your 
American interpreter tells you it 
is a denkenplatx. He explains that 
this means, literally, a “place to 
think." The prisoners utilize it to 
discuss their problems. 
Plenty of Activities 
Sons of an active race, the Ger­ 
mans have a recreation tent for 
religious services, group singing 
and ping-pong, a favorite game 
with them. 
They have a aoccer field which 
they put to strenuous use, and 
they 
are

chorus. 
There Is one thing these Ger­ 
man prisoners are afraid of— 
mosquitos. 
This fear is manifested by beds 
solidly enclosed with mosquito net­ 
ting, and it does no good to tell 
them that the ordinary garden 
variety of North American mos­ 
quito does not carry malaria; the 
memory of too many of their 
stricken comrades in North Africa 
is still vivid.

With 
every possible pound 
of 
fats and olla needed to fill large 
military and civilian requirements 
during the coming year, John G. 
Boggs, chairman of the Pickaway 
county Triple-A is urging all soy­ 
bean growers to market their en­ 
tire 1944 crop except seed for next 
year, for crushing, and to depend 
on meal rather than whole beans 
for livestock feed. 
Mr. Boggs declared that a pro­ 
cedure has been developed under 
which soybean producers who mar­ 
ket their crop are assured suffici­ 
ent meal to meet their feeding re­ 
quirements. This procedure is now 
in operation In Ohio. 
The plan provided that soybean 
growers who havo marketed their 
beans and are unable to buy meal 
for their livestock through regu­ 
lar 
trade channels 
will be 
fur­ 
nished certificates entitling them 
to supplies of meal from govern­ 
ment stocks. The certificates are 
issued by local Triple-A offices. 
By selling whole beans to crush­ 
er* and feeding meal, 
Mr. Boggs 
said, farmers will not only help to 
ease the fats and oil shortage, but 
will realize certain price and live­ 
stock feeding advantages as well. 


Prices for soybeans are now sup­ 
ported by the Government at $2.04 
per bushel. After the oil is ex­ 
tracted 
from a 
bushel of beans 
there Is around 45 pounds of meal 
available for feed. This 45 pounds 
of meal can be purchased for about 
$1.35 on the basis of average cur­ 
rent prices. This means a price ad­ 
vantage of about 69 cents a bushel 
to the grower who sells his beans 
to the processor and obtains meal 


for hts feeding needs rather than 
feed whole or ground beans. Ac­ 
cording 
to government livestock 
nutrition authorities, the oil when 
1 fed in 
whole beans 
contributes 
little or nothing 
nutritionally to 
the animal’s diet, snd is not as ef- 
| ficient a feed as meal. 
Further­ 
more, he added, the meal Is prop- 
! erly toasted and cooked and ap­ 
proaches tankage In ease of di­ 
gestibility and nutrition.

PHOENIX, Ariz.— Eight years ago Chester Hunt, just under 21, war 
a disappointed young man. He and an older brother. Ralph, applied for 
places in the new farm apprentice project th a t was beginning at Litch­ 
field P ark near here. Ralph was ore of l l vocational agriculture grad­ 
uates from Arizona high schools to 
be taken into the novel partner­ 
ship. 
"Of c o u r s e 
I couldn’t look 
ahead,” says Chester, “and s e m y­ 
self at 28 with 75 head of cattle, a 
tractor, a goo*I car, a two-unit 
m ilker and other farm equipment, 
a modern little hom e—an indepen­ 
dent irrigation farm er. At 21 I felt 
th at I d struck out at a tim e when 
there were no other innings ahead 
to give me another try .” 
Young H unt took the next best 
thing, He rented a piece of land 
near Taylor, fanned it a t a fair 
profit, and used th at as an argu­ 
m ent to win a place in the next 
group taken into tile Litchfield 
P ark 
training course. They en­ 
rolled him in January. 1938. 
The deal Ralph, Chester, and * 
score of other young men made 
with P. W. Litchfield in 1937 and 
1933 was sim ilar to an industrial- 
training plan worked out by Litch­ 
field for Goodyear Tire ami Rubber 
company, of which he is chairman. 
Goodyear officers were interested 
in A rizona farm s because they 
picked this region for “stand-by” 
crops in long-staple cotton, so as

W hat you need is a 
good nig h t’s sleep and some rest.” 
Yes, they have been saying th a t 
often enough so you would think 
they knew w hat they meant. But 
here they tu rn up and w ant to 
know what rest is. 
Rest and Suppression 
Then they think th a t rest has 
been very much aoused. We have 
used too much of it in the past. 
The cardinal advice to a patient 
with h e art disease was always 
plenty of rest, but here the lead 
off article is about the abuse of 
re«t for such patients and advice 
th a t graduated exercise is a good 
thing for them. 
If there has been any one thing 
th a t has been impressed on the 
American people since the days of 
W ier Mitchell it is the advantage 
of the rest treatm en t for nervous 
invalids. 
B ut 
here 
comes 
my 
friend, Dr. Karl Menninger, of 
Topeka, in a very sensible article 
and says th a t such suppression is 
the w orst thing th a t can happen 
to m any patients whose nervous­ 
ness is ju st an attem pt to find an 
outlet for th eir personality. 
Dr. M enninger has some good 
news for middle aged to elderly 
people who perhaps are labelled 
“ high blood pressure” and pro­ 
ceed to be laid on the shelf oy 
th eir doctors and families and
